Chairman Skaggs Says 
New Referendum Peti- 
tion Drives Also Are 
Planned in Other 
Areas, Including Third. 


St. Louis Republicans are re- 
opening their campaign for sig- 
natures on congressional redis- 
tricting referendum petitions in 
the city’s Thirteenth Congression- 
al District, Ancel A. Skaggs, 
chairman of the Republican City 
Committee, announced today. 

Skaggs said “several thousand” 
new signers will be sought in the 
district, in North St. Louis, to 
offset invalid signatures previous- 
ly obtained, and to supplement 


other district petitions now on 
file in the Secretary of State’s 
office in Jefferson City. 

Plans for the new signature 
drive, which will start immedi- 
ately, were made last night at a 
meeting of Republican committee 
members from wards in the Thir- 
teenth District, at city committee 
headquarters, 706 Chestnut street. 

Total Now Below Minimum. 

The meeting, called by the com- 
mittee chairman, was prompted 
by the Post-Dispatch disclosure 
that at least 204 fraudulent and 
illegal signatures were on refer-

WASHINGTON, May 14 (AP)—

If an insufficiency of signatures | 
was shown in three of these 11 
districts, including the Third and 
Thirteenth, the referendum move 
would be stopped. | 

Election-at-Large Is Issue. 


The effect of a referendum | 
would be to suspend the Demo- | 
cratic redistricting law, which | 
fixes the boundaries of Missouri's 
11 new congressional districts, | 
and force all congressional candi- | 
dates to run at large throughout | 
the state, instead of by districts, | 
in the Aug. 5 primary and Nov. 
4 general elections. 

A total of 103 candidates have 
filed for major party nomina- 
tions for the state’s 11 new seats 
in the National House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

At-large elections could be ex- 
pected to play into the hands of 
the big party bosses, because the 
horde of candidates would be 
forced to make political alliances 
and vote-trading deals in an at- 
tempt to win party nomination. 
That is what happened the last 
time Missouri congressmen were | 
elected at large in 1932. 

Skaggs said the new referen- 
dum .petition drive in the Thir- 
teenth District would be centered 
in six or seven north side wards. 
He said special efforts would be 
made to see that all technical re- 
quirements of the law are met in 
obtaining the new signatures.

FIRING FOR REFUSAL 


TO CROSS PICKET 
LINE IS UPHELD

NEW YORK, May 14 — The 
United .States Circuit Court of 
Appeals yesterday reversed the 
stand of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board and refused to rein- 
state a newspaper deliverer who 
was fired for refusing to cross a 
picket line at a customer’s plant. 

By a 2 to 1 decision, the court 
held that the Rockaway News 
Supply Co. had the right to fire 
Charles Waugh for refusing to 
pass through striking typographi- 
cal workers at the plant of the 
Nassau Daily Review Star, Rock- 
ville Centre, L.I. 

Waugh told his foreman, ac- 
cording to evidence in the case, 
that he would not cross the line 
“and become a scab or a strike- 
breaker.” 

Waugh, a member of the Inde- 
pendent Newspaper and Mail De- 
liverers Union of New York and 
vicinity, was discharged the fol- 
lowing day. After .a hearing, the 
NLRB found his employer guilty 
of an unfair labor practice, and 
ordered the company to reinstate

HSB PUTS 15 CENT 
ID ON PAY RISE 
FOR OL STRIKERS 


Feinsinger Says He Will 
‘Be Surprised’ if Action 
Doesn’t Effect Walkout 


at Once. 


WASHINGTON, May 14 (AP) 
—The Wage Stabilization Board 
today set a general 15-cent-an- 
hour ceiling on the amount of 
wage increase which can be al- 
lowed 90,000 striking oil workers. 

It decided this was the maxi- 
mum permissible generally under 
stabilization regulations although 
exceptions might be permitted in 
some cases because of unusual 
circumstances, 

‘The board decision does ‘not 
amount to a recommendation as 
to a wage increase but only sets 
out the maximum it could ap- 
prove. 

(The United Press reported that 
the six public and six labor mem- 
bers of the board joined in ap- 
proving the 15-cent ceiling. The 
six industry members dissented, 
insisting that the increase be 
limited to 10 cents.) 

In setting the general ceiling, 
the board specifically approved an 
agreement between the CIO Oil 
Workers International Union and 
the Farmers Union Central Ex- 
change of Billings, Mont., affect- 
ing 137 workers. 

In this case, union and manage- 
ment had agree to an 18-cent-an- 
hour wage increase. 

Knocked Down By Board. 

The board knocked that down 
to 15 cents. 

WSB Chairman Nathan P. Fein- 
singer said he “would be sur- 
prised” if the board’s action does 
not have an immediate effect on 
the strike, now entering its third 
week. 

WSB officials obviously hoped 
it would be a guidepost which 
could lead to settlement of wage 
disputes between 22 AFL, CIO 
and independent unions and the 
major oi] companies. 

In the present strike, a coalition 
of unions is demanding an 18- 
cent wage incgease and higher 
shift differentials. The average 
wage in the industry is now be- 
tween $2 and $2.10 an hour.

The strike has brought on oil 
and gas shortages as far away as 
Great Britain, where the United 
States Third Air Force canceled 
all but essential flights. Pan- 
American Airways is suspending 
22 overseas flights, starting today. 
The Petroleum Administration for 
Defense prepared to name petro- 
leum supply directors in 15 states 
most seriously affected, including 
Missouri and Illinois. 

The strike has cut off slightly 
more than one-third of the coun- 
try’s oil production. It has halted 
work in oil fields, pipelines and 
refineries. 

O. A.-Knight, head of the CIO

0 STEEL UNON 
VOTES TO RENEW 
STRIKE UNLESS I 
GETS PROMPT RS 


2500 Delegates Shout Ap- 
proval of Resolution — 
Tobin Tells Them He Is 
‘Heart and Soul’ With 
Them in Fight.

PHILADELPHIA, May 14 — 
The CIO United Steel Workers 
unanimously agreed today to 
close the steel mills in a new 
strike if industry fails to grant 
promptly a satisfactory wage in- 
crease. 


Two thousand five hundred 
delegates to the convention here 


The convention turned into a 
mass demonstration. with dele- | 
gates swarming over the speak- 
er‘s platform shaking CIO Presi- 
dent Philip Murray’s hand, yell- 
ing, shouting, tossing confetti and 
shooting off firecrackers. 

There was bedlam in the con- 
vention hall for 10 minutes after 
Murray asked the delegates to 
rise in support of the resolution 
that demanded “the crisis in the 
steel industry must be promptly 
resolved.” 

“No Contract, No Work.” 

Shouting, whistling, cheering 
delegates chanted ‘“‘no contract, 
no work,” as they demonstrated. 

The resolution asserted: 

“We cannot and will not con- 
tinue indefinitely to work in 1952 
for 1950 wages and working con- 
ditions. 

“We cannot and will not cor- 
tinue indefinitely to work with- 
out satisfactory collective bar- 
gaining contracts. 

‘“‘We re-emphasize the position 
we expressed at our special con- 
vention in. January: 

“*‘We reaffirm our determina- 
tion to achieve our goal. Our 
cause is just. We ask only that 
which is our due. We ask for no 
more. We will take no less.’” 

Talk of a new steel strike was 
stirred up before and after an 
address by Secretary of Labor 
Maurice Tobin, who said he was 
with the steel workers “heart and 


soul and spirit” in their fight for 
a wage increase. 
WSB Proposals “Only Way.” 


Tobin said flatly: “The only | man. 
way to settle the steel dispute 


. is through the acceptance of 
the recommendations of the Wage 
Stabilization Board.” 

The board suggested wage in- 
creases totaling 17% cents an 
hour and fringe benefits totaling 
8.9 cents an hour. for a total of 
26.4 cents to be distributed over 
an 18-month period. The indus- 
try’s best offer was a 12%4-cent 
wage increase plus several minor 
fringe benefits in a one-year 
contract. Steel workers now av- 
erage about $1.95 an hour. 

Tobin told the delegates. “I 
don’t feel any obligation to be 
impartial” in the dispute. 

He said that before the board 
made its proposal, “the American 
people had an obligation to re- 
serve judgment”

WEST INSISTS REDS AGREE 


BEFORE DISCUSSING UNITY 


Russians Lift 7-Day Blockade 


Of Patrols on Berlin Highway 


‘Military Car Permitted to Pass Barrier After 


Western Commanders Confer 
With Reds. 


BERLIN, May 14 (AP)—United | 


States authorities said that the 


Russians had suddenly lifted their 
seven-day blockade of Allied mili- 
tary patrols on the Berlin high- 
way and permitted a patrol car to 
pass the barrier late today. 


The Russians began turning 
back jeep patrols last Thursday at 
the Helmstedt (western) end of 
the 110-mile road from West Ger- 
many through the Soviet zone to 
Berlin. Yesterday they started 
stopping the patrols at the Ber- 
lin end also. 


Both Allied civilian automo- 


| biles and German trucks contin- 


ued to use the highway without 
interruption. The daily military 
passenger train from Frankfurt 
also arrived in Berlin on schedule. 

The lifting of the restriction 
came shortly after western mili- 
tary commandants announced they 
had met with Russian authorities 
to discuss the matter. They had 
expressed the opinion that the 
situation would soon be cleared 
up. The Russians gave no expla-

nation for the restriction but 
American sources said they be- 
lieved it had arise over a delay 
in issuance of new documents. 

The bar on Allied police patrols 
along the highway with the con- 
sequent threat of a new blockade 
of west Berlin was believed part 
of a calculated Russian campaign 
to dissuade the West Germans 
and western Allies from signing a 
peace contract. 

The East German press gave 
prominert spaee to a Communist 
call for a mass demonstration 
Friday to protest against alleged 
police brutality in the Essen riots 
last Sunday and the proposed 
peace contract. 

In Bonn, Communist floor lead- 
er Heinz Renner was ejected from 
the Bundestag (lower house) to- 
day after he created an uproar 
by charging that police “mur- 
dered” peaceful demonstrators at 
Essen. Bundestag President Her- 
mann Ehlers barred Renner on 
charges of breaking the rules of 
procedure and “grave misbehay- 
ior.” 


8 AMERICANS LAND 


ON RED-HELD COAST 
TO SAVE KOREAN 


ABOARD THE U:S.S. SYMBOL, 
Korean waters, May 14 (AP) — 
Eight men from this United States 
Navy minesweeper made a daring 
daylight landing on an enemy-held 
coast Tuesday to rescue a North 
Korean civilian from the Commu- 
nists.

wage hike out of its “fabulous 
profits.” 

The resolution buttressed a 
special report on the steel contro- 
versy by Murray in which he cas- 
tigated the steelmakers and in- 
dicated the union’s patience had 
reached the breaking point. 

Won’t Go On ‘at 1950 Wages.’ 

“We cannot and will not con- 
tinue indefinitely to work in 1952 
for 1950 wages, and working con- 
ditions,” it was stated in the 
resolution, “and we cannot and 
will not continue indefinitely to 
work without satisfactory collec- 
tive bargaining contracts.” 

Most of the remainder of the 
resolution was identical with the 
phraseology employed by Murray 
in summing up the union’s posi- 
tion, at conclusion of a report 
that contained a chronology of 
events in the long drawn out con- 
troversy described as “the bitter- 
est chapter in the union’s rela- 
tions with the steél industry since 
the “Little Steel” strike 15 years 
ago.”

FRENCH CURB TWO 
CHILDREN OF BEY OF 
TUNIS IN REPRISAL 


TUNIS, May 14 (AP)—French 
authorities struck back sharply at 
the 70-year-old Bey of Tunis to- 
day for balking at a French mar- 
tial law decree. They put a de- 
tachment of guards near his pal- 
ace and restricted movements of 
two of his children sympathetic 
to Arab nationlists. 

French mobile guards took up 
a position near Bey’s summer 
palace on the site of the ruins of 
Carthage. 

First reports had said that the 
French troops replaced the uni- 
formed Arab soldiers of Sidi Mo- 
hammed al-Amin’s own honor 
guard, which would have amount- 
ed to virtual house arrest. Later 
inforrmation was that the Bey’s 
guard had been permitted to re- 
main. 


WASHINGTON, May 14 (UP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
served notice on the Soviet Union 
today that the United States, Brit- 
ain and France are determined 
to resist any new Communist 
moves to blockade West Berlin, 

Acheson, permitting direct quo- 
tation of his remarks, told his 
news conference the Western Al- 
lies are “determined to maintain 
our position in Berlin and to as- 
sist and protect the interests of 
the people of Berlin in the west- 
ern zone.” 

He said the United States is 
earnestly and urgently investi-| 
gating the barring by the Rus- 
sians of Allied military patrols 
on the 110-mile highway across 
the Soviet zone of Germany be-

WASHINGTON, May 14 (AP)— 

The United States, Britain and 
France told Russia today they 
will join four-power talks on uni- | 
fying Germany if the Kremlin 
first agrees to free, all-German 
elections. 
_ Further, the western Allies re- 
jected the Soviet suggestion of a 
neutralized Germany linked with 
neither East nor West.. - 

In almost identical notes, the 
western Allies also asserted any 
all-German government must 
really be free—even before a 
peace treaty is signed. * 

The 1750-word replies were de- 
livered in Moscow yesterday. 
Their aim was to kill off any Ruse © 
sian attempt to pose as the prin- 
cipal champion of German unity. 

The western Allies said they 
are ready to begin negotiations - 
“as soon as it is clearly apparent 
that it is also the intention of the 
Soviet Government to avoid the 
ruitless discussions of the past,” 

Allied Proposals. 

Specifically the western Allies 
proposed to Russia: 

1. An impartial commission 
should immediately determine 
whether conditions necessary for 
free elections exist in East and 
West Germany and Berlin and if 
not say what should be done to 
create them. 

The West did not outline these 
conditions. Presumably they 
meant such things as proper reg- 
istration of voters, freedom to 
campaign and a secret ballot. 

2. The four powers should use 
a United Nations commission— 
“as the quickest and most practi- 
cal’”—for this investigation. Rus- 


‘sia already has turned down this 


suggestion. 

3. The Western Allies also are 
willing “to consider any other 
practical and precise proposals for - 
an impartial commission of inves- 
tigation which the Soviet Governe . 
ment may wish to put fore 
ward... "They attached the con- 
dition that such Soviet proposals 
should be “likely to promote the 
early holding of free elections 
throughout Germany. 

4. “As soon as the report of 
such an impartial commission is 
available, representatives of the

Russian Reaction Sought. . 

The western note developed 
the idea that, if the proposed all- 
German government was to nego- 
tiate freely, it would have to be 
independent of the domination of 
the occupation powers. Russia’s 
reaction to this idea was sought. - 

In previous exchanges Russia - 
had declared that the study of 
political conditions should be 
made by a commission created 
by the four big powers which Ooc- 
cupy Germany. The western gov- 
ernments rejected this in favor 
of turning the job over to a 
United Nations commission al- 
ready set up for that purpose. 

Recognizing, however, that the 
Russians were unwilling to use 
the United Nations group, the 
western powers offered as a come 
promise to consider proposals for 
“an impartial commission.” The ; 
idea is that such a group could be 
established through the use of 
representatives of non-occupying 
nations. 

American officials said they 
had in mind such countries as 
Iceland, The Netherlands, Brazil 
and Poland. |

Communists Have Turned 
Meetings into Propa- 
ganda Attacks, Allies 
Assert. 


MUNSAN, Korea, May 14 (AP) 
—Communist negotiators an- 
nounced today they will insist on 
daily truce talks—meetings the 
Allied command says the Reds 
have turned into “propaganda at- 
tacks which contribute nothing” 
toward peace in Korea. 

North Korean Gen. Nam II said 
the Communists would not accept 
the Allies’ armistice package pro- 
posal but gave no hint the Reds 
would offer a new solution. | 

He made it clear the Reds have 
no intention of breaking off ne- 
gotiations. 

He has been doing almost all of 
the talking at recent meetings. 
Today he injected the Koje island 
prison camp kidnaping of Brig. 
Gen. Francis T. Dodd. 

Nam Il charged the Allies were 
treating prisoners inhumanely.

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EDUCATION BOARD 
VOTES TO FIVE ALL 
TEACHERS A $400 


A YEAR PAY RISE 


Increase Effective Next], 


_ School Year — Propo- 

sal for Similar Hike for 
Non-Teaching Employ- 
es Fails. 


The Board of Education voted | 


last night to give its more than 
3000 teachers a pay rise of $400 
a year, effective next school year, 
in addition to an automatic “step” 


of $200 which they would have re- |. 


ceived under the present sched- 
ule. 

The increase, made possible by 
a rise in the tax rate approved by 
the voters last year, is designed 
to bring the St. Louis scale into 
line with salaries being paid in 
other cities of comparable size. 

However, a proposal.to grant a 
similar increase to about 1400 
non-teaching employes of the 
board lost when the, eight mem- 
bers in attendance divided evenly 
on the vote. Charles J, Dyer, a 
proponent of the rise, changed 
his vote to “no” in order to be in 
a position to move for reconsid- 
eration. 

Reasons for Rejection. 

Adoption of the recommended 
fncrease would have added about 
$450,000 to the board’s operating 
costs next year in addition to au- 
tomatic rises under the present 
schedule. It was suggested that 
some salaries would have been 
higher than the general level pre- 
vailing in St. Louis for the type 
of work performed. | 

The board is on record for an 
increase for its non-teaching per- 
sonnel, and the schedule present- 
ed by its executive officers last 
night will be restudied and new 
recommendations submitted at a 
later meeting. 

The board refused to recon- 
sider its previous rejection of a 
recommendation by its building 
committee that the contract of 
V. Harry Rhodes as building com- 
missioner not be renewed when 
it expires in July. 

Based upon Rhodes’s use of 
school employes in construction 
of his new $42,000 home, the rec- 
ommendation was defeated at the 
April meeting of the board by a 
vote of 8 to 3. However, Henry 
O. Whiteside, a member of the 
building committee, had voted 
with the majority to be in a posi- 
tion to move for reconsideration. 
| on Even Vote. 

His motion to that effect lost 
last night on an even vote. Those 
voting for the motion were White- 
side, H. M. Stolar, William Charles 
and Charles H. Christel, ~presi- 
dent. Opposed were Dyer, Oscar 
A. Ehrhardt, James J. Fitzgerald 
and James F. Morrell. Four mem- 
bers were absent.

On another recommendation,

The circuit court grand jury 
has begun an inquiry into al- 
leged_ cigarette - stamp frauds, 
which Mayor Joseph M. Darst 
says may have cost the city $1,- 
000,000 in revenue in the last sev- 
eral years, it was learned today. 
Start of the investigation was 
disclosed after the Mayor ap- 
peared yesterday before’ the 
grand jury, ostensibly on another 
matter, _ } 
Although declining to disclose 
his discussions with the grand 
jury, Darst told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: 
“That wholesale frauds exist 
in cigarette stamps is proved by 
the arrests and police court trials 
in the last year. I believe the situ- 
ation now has reached such pro- 
portions it warrants action by the 
circult court rather than the low- 
er courts. 
“T feel that city ts losing much 
more than $100,000 a year in rev- 
enue because of these frauds. The 
amount may be as high as $1,000,- 
000 for the last several years. Cig- 
arette stamp collections are going 
down when they should be going 
The Mayor recently directed 
the city eounselor’s office to give 
“particular attention” in police 
court to the prosecution of per- 
sons charged with failure to af- 
fix the 2-cent tax stamp on each 
package of cigarettes. Police 
also have arrested persons sus- 
pected of placing bogus tax 
stamps on the packages. 
Records in the comptroller’s of- 
fice show that revenue collected 
from cigarett2 stamp sales in the 
fiscal year that ended April 8 was 
$70,000 less than the $1,450,000 
collected in the previous year.

Altogether, six members of the | 
crew parachuted to safety and| 
seven are missing. One marine, | | 
presumably the pilot of the ma- | 
rine Corsair fighter plane, was 
killed. Those rescued suffered 
only minor injuries. | 

Witnesses said the big bomber 
appeared to break in two, the for- 
ward section exploding into 
flames. | 

Navy and Coast Guard vessels | 
continued searching through the | 
night southwest of Santa Catalina 
island for additional survivors. 

Seven parachutes were sighted 
after the crash. They were worn | 
by the six surviving B-29 crew- 
men and the dead marine airman, 
whose body was recovered. Wreck- 
age of the planes sank immedi- 
ately. 

The bomber was from March 
Air Force Base, Calif., and the 
fighter from El Toro, Calif., ma- 
rine air base, 

Staff Sgt. Lawrence L. Me- 
Laughlin, flight engineer, Dayton, 
O., told reporters “it seemed as | 
if the big B-29 just stopped dead | 
in the air. It shook terrifically. 
I jumped through a hatch and | 
pulled my parachute ripcord. The | 
airplane was afire.” 

McLaughlin, who suffered 
bruises and abrasions, is the only 
known survivor of the forward 
section of the B-29.

WASHINGTON, May 14 (AP)— 
*The Government, after years of 
, study, today decreed what in- 
gredients can go into the leading 
varieties of bread—white, en- 
*riched, milk, raisin and whole 


7 ingredients need not be 
‘listed on the label, but the label 
“must show use of any spices or 
chemicals added to prevent mold 
‘or spoilage. 

* “Non-standard breads must show 
tall ingredients on their labels, 
‘without necessarily stating the 
‘quantity of each. 

---The regulations bar the use of 
chemical softeners designed to 
‘make bread appear fresh days 
after baking. 

Federal Security Administrator 
Oscar R. Ewing announced the 
‘standards will go into effect on 
,Augz. 13 on all bread shipped 
‘across state lines. 

The Food and ‘Drug Adminis- 

tration, which will enforce the 
regulations, said most brands al- 
ready conform to the standards 
‘so there presumably wiil be little 
change. 
..- Chairman Curtiss H. Scott of 
‘the American Bakers Associa- 
‘tion issued a statement in Chica- 
‘go saying bakers in general are 
accord with the standards. The 
‘major effect, he added, would be 
in changing labels on some 
breads. 

However, Atlas Powder Co. an- 
nounced its plans to protest 
against exclusion of its emulsifiers 
‘from the ingredient list “while 
competitive emulsifiers, produced 
‘mainly by the few manufacturers 
of shortening, will be on an op- 
tional basis.” 

The Co-operative League of 
the U.S.A.—a national consumer- 
farm group—said exclusion of a 
‘white bread it has been sponsor- 
‘ing would “freeze the quality of 
‘bread into a straight-jacket of 
mediocrity.”

N reply to the Soviet Government’s note of the ninth of April, 
the United States Government wishes to make the following ob- 
servations in regard to the unity of Germany, the election of a 


free all-German Government and 
with that Government. 


the conclusion of a peace treaty 


It remains the policy of the United States 


Government to achieve these objectives on terms that will insure 
unity with freedom and peace with security. 


It is ready to begin negotiations 
with the Soviet. government on 
these issues; and it desires to do 
so just as soon as it is clearly ap- 
parent that it is also the intention 
of the Soviet government to avoid 
the fruitless negotiations of the 
past. The United States Govern- 
ment and the governments of the 
United Kingdom, France and the 
Soviet Union must therefore first 
reach a clear understanding upon 
the scope of the negotiations and 
upon the fundamental problems to 
be examined. Proper preparation 

is essential to success and to avoid 

long delays. The Soviet govern- 
ment’s note of the ninth of April 
‘throws little mew light on what it 
considers should be the means of 
instring the success of any such 
negotiations. . 

In its latest note the Soviet gov- 
ernment now stipulates that Ger- 
many must not be included “into 
one or another grouping of pow- 
ers directed against any peace- 
loving state.” Germany’s proposed 
membership in the United Na- 
tions should surely make any such 
provision unnecessary. In any 
case the United States Govern- 
ment could not accept any pro- 
visions forbidding Germany to en- 
ter into association with other 


states which one of the signatories 
of the peace treaty might arbi-| 
trarily choose to regard as “di-| 
rected against any peace-loving. 
state.” It cannot admit that Ger- 
many should be denied the basic 
right of a free and equal nation 
to associate itself with other na- 
tions for peaceful purposes. It 
must assume that the Soviet gov- 
ernment likewise cannot object to 
‘Germany’s right to enter into de- 
fensive agreements. 

In its note of March 25, the 
United States Government point- 
ed out that it is giving full sup- 
‘port to the efforts which the free 
states of western Europe, includ- 
ing the German Federal Republic, 
are making to bring into being a 
peaceful European community and 
thus to begin a new era in which 
international relations will be 
based on co-operation and not on 
rivalry and distrust. 

The United States Govern- 
ment welcomes the development 
of such a European community 
in which Germany will partici- 
pate. Germany is divided be- 
cause Europe is divided. This 
policy of European unity cannot 
threaten the interests of the So- 
viet Union or of any country 
whose policy is devoted to the 
maintenance of peace. The Unit- 
ed States Government will, 
therefore, not be deflected from 
its support of this policy. It is 
more than ever convinced that 
it represents the true path of 


Peace, 

The United States Govern- 
ment has no responsibility for 
the failure to extend this co- 
operation eyond its present 
limits. It remains ready to ex- 
amine with sincerity and good 
will any practical and precise 
suggestions designed to reduce 
tension and to heal existing di- 
visions. 

A German peace treaty can be 
worked out only if there 1s an all- 
German government formed as a 
result of free elections and able to 
participate in full freedom in the 
discussion of such a treaty. It is, 
therefore, not possible to hold dis- 
cussions now about the provisions 
of a German peace treaty. The 
United States Government has al- 
ready made known its views on 
some of the Soviet government's 
proposals, especially its erroneous 
interpretation of the territorial 
provisions of the Potsdam proto- 
col and its intention to confine 
Germany in a position of perma- 
nent isolation from western Eu- 
rope while obliging her to seek to 
provide for her defense solely 
through her own national armed 
forces. The Soviet proposals 


Otherwise, no progress can be 
‘made. In recent years the eastern 
part of Germany has evolved in a 
direction increasingly divergent 
from the main path of German 
progress. This is a principal rea- 
son why an impartial inquiry is 
needed before elections can take 
place. 


The Soviet government does 
not agree, however, that the in- 
ternational commission set up by 
the General Assembly of the 
United Nations should carry out 
such an inquiry throughout Ger- 
many. It bases this refusal on its 
interpretation of Article 107 of 
the United Nations Charter. But 
this reads as follows: “Nothing in 
the present charter shall invali- 
date or preclude action, in rela- 
tion to any state which during 
the Second World War has: been 
an enemy of any signatory to the 


present charter, taken or author- 


ized as a result of that war by 
the governments: having respon- 
sibility for such action.” These 
words clearly do not preclude the 
United Nations from considering 
these aspects of German affairs. 

This interpretation was upheld 
by the United Nations General 
Assembly by an overwhelming 
majority. However, even under 
the Soviet government’s errone- 
ous interpretation of the charter 
there is nothing to prevent the 
four powers from availing them- 
selves of the United Nations com- 
mission in order to determine the 
conditions in which genuinely 
free elections could be held 
throughout Germany. 

The Soviet government sug- 
gests instead that responsibility 
for the inquiry could be entrusted 
to a commission formed by the 
four occupying powers. Before 
the’ United States Government 

could feel assured that this sug- 
gestion would result in an impar- 
tial inquiry it would need to know 
what would be the composition 
and functions of such a body, A 
commission composed solely of 
members with direct responsibili- 
ties in Germany would be both 
Judge and party. Experience dur- 
ing the period of four-power con- 
trol of Germany suggests that it 
would not be able to reach useful 
decisions. Thus the elections 
would be greatly delayed. Nor 
can the United States Govern- 
ment overlook the fact that the 
appointment of a four-power com- 
mission might be interpreted as a 
step towards the re-establishment 
of four-power control in Ger- 
many. This would be aretrograde 
move, out of keeping with consti- 
tutional developments in the fed- 
eral republic. 

For these reasons the United 
States Government maintains its 
preference for the United Nations 
commission: It is already in 
being, its functions have been 
laid down and it can take action 
without delay. Nevertheless, the 
United States Government is 
ready to examine every possibil- 
ity of determining whether con- 
ditions of freedom exist through- 
out Germany for the holding of 
genuinely free elections. The 
United States Government in 
agreement with the United King- 
dom and French governments and 
after consultation with the Ger- 
man federal government and the 
German authorities in Berlin, ac- 
cordingly makes the following 
proposals: 

(I) An impartial commission 
should immediately determine 
whether there exist in the So-

Mobilization in Talk 


School.

HE world’s foremost expert 
Ton mobilization, Bernard M. 

Baruch, asserted today in a 
speech at the Industrial College 
of the Armed Forces that “by the 
end of the next fiscal year, more 
than twenty billion dollars will 
have been poured down the rat 
hole of inflation—needlessly.” 


The present steel crisis could 
have been avoided if the Adminis- 
tration had used its full mobili- 
zation powers at the start of the 
Korean war, Baruch said. 


He placed the responsibility on 
the Administration for not using 
the controls granted to the Presi- 
dent by Congress promptly. 

“When South Korea was in- 
vaded,” he said, “the President 
requested powers to mobilize the 
economy, but deliberately re- 
frained from asking for price and 
wage controls. Congress, how- 
ever, refused to accept this piece- 
meal approach. Instead, it gave 
the President all the necessary 
powers to invoke a general ceil- 
ing over the entire economy. This 
was one of the instances in recent 
years where Congress actually 
gave the executive more power 
than it requested.” 


The Administratfon adopted a 
“wait-and-see” approach, Baruch 
recalled. 

Voluntary Controls Nonsense. 

“A lot of nonsense was spread 
about ‘voluntary controls’. being 
all that was needed,” he said. 
“And all the time, while the pow- 
ers which Congress had granted 
lay unused, prices were jump- 
ing; living costs were cutting in 
harshly on family budgets; sav- 
ings and pensions were being de- 
preciated; the balance between 
various segments of the economy 
was being disrupted; the real pur- 
chasing power of every defense 
dollar was being cheapened.” 

It was only after wage in- 
creases had been granted steel 
workers, miners and automobile 
workers in December of. 1950 
that the Administration acted to 
place an over-all ceiling on prices, 
wages, and other costs, he said. 
But this was on a higher plateau 
than if controls had been used 
promptly, he pointed out, and 
added that the delays had allowed 
the inflationary rate to get start- 
ed. 

Workers, business men and 
others were encouraged to get in 
under the wire with higher prices 
and higher wages before the ceil- 
ings came down, he said, and 
even after the ceiling was put 
into effect, it soon was punctured 


that special interest. 

“The present steel crisis could 
have been avoided,” Baruch de- 
clared, “if immediately after the 
Korean war began, the Adminis- 
tration had used the powers which 
were given it to lay down a stabil- 
ization program which treated all 
segments of the economy alike, 
instead of giving special benefits 
to favorite pressure groups.” 

Principles of Mobilization. 
To carry through a mobilization 

based on justice and equal treat- 
ment of all, Baruch annunciated 
five principles: 

1. Bring the economy under 
halanced control at the very 
outset of the emergency. Do 
no let the economy get out of 
control and then act. 

2. No one mobilization cone 
trol can be operated by itself, 
All controls must go together. 

3. Thetime to put the system 
of controls into effect is as 
soon as you invoke priority 
power. When priorities become 
necessary, it means you no 
longer can rely on the workings 
of supply and demand. At that 
point you pass from peacetime 
to mobilization conditions. 

4. The time to stop inflation 
is always NOW. It is far easier 


as in the German Federal Re- 
public and in all sectors of Ber- 
lin, the conditions necessary for 
the holding of free elections 
and, if not, should recommend 
for consideration by the four 
powers exercising responsibili- 
ties in Germany what step 
should be taken to create such 
conditions. The four powers 


would mean permanent shackles 
upon Germany’s rights of interna- 
tional association and a perma- 
nent state of tension and inse- 
curity in the center of Europe. 

The all-German government re- 
sulting from free elections must 
itself be free. Such freedom is 
essential both before and after a 
peace treaty has been negotiated. 
It must be able to maintain its 
genuinely representative charac- 
ter:' to assume its responsibilities 
as the government of a reunited 
Germany and to play its full part 
in the discussion of the peace- 
treaty. This question of freedom 
is, therefore, inseparable from the 
problem of elections. The Soviet 
government has still failed to give 
any indication of its views on this 
subject. The United States Gov- 
ernment must ask specifically 
whether the Soviet government 
considers that an all-German gov- 
ernment, resulting from free elec- 
tions, would be under four-power 
control until after the conclusion 
of a peace treaty or whether they 
agree that it should have the nec- 
essary freedom of action and pow- 
ers of government. 

The United States Government 
is happy to note that the Soviet 
government now agrees in prin- 
ciple that there should be free 
elections throughout Germany. 
Such free elections can, however, 
only be held ii}the necessary con- 
ditions exist if: all parts of Ger- 
many and will be maintained not 
only on the day of voting, and 
prior to it, but also thereafter. 
An essential first step is, there- 
fore, to insure such conditions.

(III) Despite its strong prefer- 
ence for the procedure under (II) 
above, the United States Govern- 
ment is ready to consider any 
other practical and precise pro- 
posals for an impartial commis- 
sion of investigation which the 
Soviet government may wish to 


put forward, on the one condition 
that they are likely to promote 
the early holding of free elections 
throughout Germany. 

(IV) As soon as the report of 
such an impartial commission is 
available, representatives of the 
United States, United Kingdom, 
French and Soviet governments 
would meet to consider it, with a 
view to reaching agreement on: 

(a) The early holding of free 
elections throughout Germany, 
including the creation where ne- 
cessary of the appropriate con- 
ditions; and 

(b) The assurances to be given 
by the four powers that the all- 
German government, formed* as 
the result of these free elections, 
will have the necessary freedom 
of action during the period be- 


fore the peace treaty comes into 
effect.

These principles were ignored, 
Baruch asserted. Power to impose 
priorities was sought without the 
necessary supporting control over 
prices, wages and other economic 
forces. When they were used, 
after the economy had got out of 
control, it was in “a fumbling, 
piecemeal manner which favored 
some groups over others.” 


Invitation to Exploiters. 
Under a piecemeal mobilization 
the balance of the economy is 
lost, he said, and added: 


“Once this balance is gone, you 
have lost the basis for enforcing 
the principle that none shall 
profit through the emergency. To 
the contrary, each group is invited 
to exploit the national peril for 
its selfish advantage.” 


Summarized, his views were: 


The purpose of mobilization is 
the same whether the mobiliza- 
tion is partial or whole. The 
basic object is to “organize the 
nation so that no matter what 
happens—no matter how the de- 
tails of the program change — 
the armed forces will get what 
they need when needed, with the 
least necessary dislocation of ci- 
vilians.” 


In order to mobilize justly, 
ceilings should be imposed on the 
basis of the last day or month be- 
fore the emergency. This pre- 
serves the balance between the 
different segments of our econ- 
omy, which was arrived at by the 
normal workings of supply and 
demand.

Says We Are Losing Peace. 


We are losing the peace, Baruch 
declared, as another result of 
failure to control the mobiliza- 
tion. “Today, our economy is pre- 
cariously on stilts. This will be- 
come a particularly grave sort of 
danger when the competition of 
Germany, Japan and other nations 
makes itself felt again.” 


As a result of inflation, he said, 
we have priced ourselves out of 
normal world markets. “Can our 
economy be kept at such artifi- 
cially inflated levels as now pre- 
vail, in the face of the intensified 
world competition, without raising 
American tariffs? And if the 
tariffs are raised, what becomes 
of the NATO alliance?” 


Baruch ended with a plea for 
self-discipline. He decried those 
who “attempt to lull the people 
with assurances that we can 
mobilize without really inconveni- 
encing anyone, but we can have 
both butter and guns; that we can 
eat our cake and still have it.” 
And he criticized some unidenti- 
fied military leaders who threw 
their support in favor of “piece- 
meal creeping mobilization.” 


Although his speech was osten- 
sibly devoted to the “Economic 
Mobilization Since Korea,” Baruch 
made it the occasion to condemn 
the Administration’s conduct of 
mobilization since Korea. 


EGYPT REPORTED SEEKING 
U.S. EQUIPMENT FOR ARMY 


CAIRO, May 14 (AP)—Egypt’s 
government is studying the possi- 
bility of obtaining American 
equipment for its army, the news- 
paper Al Misri said today. 


The State Department in Wash- 
ington announced Monday the 
United States has agreed to sell 
“police equipment, and materials” 
to Egypt and train Egyptian police 
officials in the United States. Pre- 
sumably the equipment includes 
jeeps and machine guns needed to 
maintain internal security. 


In the past Egyptian troops 
have been equipped with British 
material, but Britain suspended 
supplies when the United Nations 
embargoed arms shipments to the 
Middle East during the Palestine 
war.

But His Feelings Are 
Hurt — Dewey on 
Inside Track With 
General.

IG JIM DUFF of Pennsylvania 

has been the center of specu- 

lation regarding his present 
relations with New York’s Gov. 
Dewey and his future relations 
with Gen. Eisenhower. Because 
Senator Duff canceled two speak- 
ing engagements for Eisenhower 
and went fishing, there has ‘been 
much surmising that he has 
tossed in the sponge as far as 
Ike is concerned, 

This is not correct. Duff will 
continue pitching for Eisenhower, 
but his feelings are hurt and his 
red hair bristling over the. way 
Eisenhower has given him the 
cold shoulder and the way Gov. 
Dewey has maneuvered himself 
into the inside track. 

Well over two years ago, while 
still Governor of Pennsylvania, 
Duff began laying the ground- 
work for the Eisenhower cam- 
paign. At that time he and Dewey 
were not too friendly, Duff hav- 
ing led the fight against Dewey’s 
nomination at Philadelphia in 
1948. However, after Dewey came 
out publicly for Eisenhower, Duff 
and Dewey patched up their dif- 
ferences. 


DUFF’S REBUFFS—<As the 
Eisenhower campaign progressed, 
it became apparent (1) That 
Dewey was playing an increasing 
backstage role in directing the 
campaign; and (2) that Duff was 
playing less of a role. 


The first rebuff to Duff, though 
probably accidental, came from 
Eisenhower himself when, while 
visiting the United States last 
December, he told the press he 
had no plans for conferring with 
Duff. Later, he corrected this. 
He stated that Duff was an old 
and warm friend whom he hoped 
to have visit him in Paris. But 
six months have now passed and 
Duff has not gone to Paris. 

Inside reason is that he hasn’t 
been invited, and Duff doesn’t go 
where he isn’t invited. 

Furthermore, while Duff stayed 
in Washington, Gen. Lucius Clay 
began commuting between New 
York and Paris as the chief 
adviser to Eisenhower. Clay is 
extremely close to Dewey and is 
credited by Duff's friends with 
knocking Duff out of the 
mediate circle of Eisenhower inti- 
mates. They say he did this 
hatchet job expressly for Dewey.

The pro-Taft 
convention chairman, Elihu Root, 
steam-rollered the convention into 
accepting the credential commit* 
tee’s findings, presiding for the 
purpose—so ‘violent was the feel- 
ing at the time—behind a barri- 
cade of barbed wire. And Wil- 
liam Howard Taft got the Repub- 
lican nomination and carried Ver- 
mont. 

By a singular twist of historical 
irony, a comparable situation 
again threatens to arise, when 
William Howard Taft’s energetic 
son is making his most hopeful 
try for the presidency, 

In brief, the ancient and ex-

A Contrary Conclusion 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A United Press item which appeared 
in the Post-Dispatch May 4, stated: “Dr. 
Gunner Santesson of the Serifimer Hos- 
pital, Stockholm, has suggested that 
teeth-saving fluorides may be impreg- 
mated into everyday table salt instead 
of into the drinking water.” 

This is contrary to the conclusions of 
the United States Public Health Service, 
which has devoted many years of study 
to the subject of fluoridation for the 
purpose of reducing the prevalency of 
dental decay. 

Fluorides are a natural constituent of 
many water supplies. It is impractical 
to add fluorides to table salt and food 
because they are not uniformly con- 
sumed. It would also make it difficult 
to control the amount of fluorides in- 
gested in areas where local water sup- 
plies contain fluorides. 

Fluoridation of public water supplies 
fs particularly practical and safe be- 
‘cause it is subject to constant control by 
competent health authorities and, there- 
fore, there is no possibility of too much 
fluoride being consumed. 


Water is the least variable item of our 
diet, and therefore the amount of fluor- 
ide taken into the body is relatively uni- 
form. The Public Health Service has 
‘assured the nation that fluoridated wa- 
ter, in proportion of one part fluoride 
to 1,000,000 parts of water, will appre- 
ciably reduce the prevalency of dental 
decay, and also prove safe to general 
health.

New housing in the place of old slums is ready 
to rise in the Plaza area except for one remain- 
ing obstacle. With the Urban Redevelopment 
Corp. ready to go ahead on the project, the 
Board of Aldermen must declare the area blight- 
ed before the work can proceed. That declara- 
tion is being held up because of the professed 
fear of some aldermen that Negro families liv- 
ing in the blocks to be evacuated will be unable 
to obtain suitable new quarters. 

There is no question that relocation of families 
at present living in the area should be a first 
concern of the redevelopers. It is to the credit of 
the aldermen that they are concerned to see no 
one is made homeless by a project whose pri- 
mary purposes are to provide better homes for 
more people. But we think they are misguided 
in supposing that the way to safeguard the shel- 
ter of the Negro families living in slum dwellings 
is to block the construction of this new building. 

Only eight Negro families live in the area 
bounded by Fourteenth, Market, Eighteenth and 
Olive streets, the land Clearance Commission- 
er’s office found in a survey. Arrangements have 
already been made looking to the relocation of 
these families, and no doubt by the time they 
would have to move, part of the DeSoto-Carr pub- 
lic housing project will be ready. 

We are sure that Aldermen Ben Oliver and 
Sidney Redmond, and the 12 other members of 
the board who voted with them last month 
against declaring the Plaza area blighted, have 
no wish to stand in the way of progress. We 
believe that if they will look further into the 
prospects for relocation of the area families, they 
can satisfy themselves that the interests of these 
families will be safeguarded at the same time 
that the interests of a great many more families, 
and the interests of a revitalized city as well, 
are being served. 

The alternative to a dynamic program of re- 
newing and extending the housing available in 
the City of St. Louis is to hold onto an inade- 
quate number of dwelling units that grow poorer 
in quality with every passing year. For the Negro 
part of the community this would be even, more 
distressing than it would be to the white: its 
numbers are on the increase, while it suffers 
special disadvantages in getting housed. 

Certainly Mr. Oliver and those who voted 
with him last month would not argue that such 
an alternative offers any relief or even any 
hope. We urge them to re-examine their position, 
and to lift the last remaining barrier to this 
fine new venture in mass housing in St. Louls. 
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Across the Table 

After two weeks, the oil strike seems to be 
headed for the White House. That is a detour in 
collective bargaining and both the oil industry 
and the striking unions have reason to avoid it. 

The Wage Stabilization Board has ordered in- 
formal talks to try to decide what to do. If the 
WSB does not succeed—and the Government’s 
mediators and stabilizers have been helpless so 
far—the board will hand the problem to the 
President. 

Certainly the oil strike must be ended before 
it seriously damages the defense program, and 
Mr. Truman has only one clear answer to it. 
That is the Taft-Hartley Act. Use of this law 
would impose an 80-day delay in a strike that 
already had been postponed three times. The 
practical consequences of the law are in doubt, 
but it is the available instrument. 

Nobody can welcome direct federal interven- 
tion. It would interrupt collective bargaining. It 
would be a headache for the Government. And 
neither the oil industry nor the unions can know 
what the outcome might be. 

Looking at the steel dispute, the oil industry 
can easily be dubious about the prospects from 
federal fact-finding, even under the Taft-Hartley 
law. Looking at the injunction against striking, 
the oil workers can ask themselves whether they 
want to surrender a basic bargaining power. 

All this is a high degree of uncertainty to 
bring into a prosperous industry with a high 
wage scale. Oil is one of the few industries to 
report a rise in net income after taxes this year. 
The oil workers rank only behind soft coal min- 
ers and construction workers in average hourly 
earnings. 

Why, against such a background, should the 
industry and the unions stand adamantly 81% 
cents apart, or less? Surely the difference per- 
mits a reasonable solution at the bargaining 
table, and an honest adherence to stabilization 
rules. Both sides still have a little time to reach 
agreement on their own terms. 
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Not in the McCarthy Manner 

There is a strikingly sharp contrast between 
the restrained way the Senate Elections sub- 
committee is conducting its investigation of Sen- 
ator Joseph McCarthy of Wisconsin and the Sen- 
ator’s own methods. 

When it was suggested to the subcommittee 
that it might want to give some thought to the 
law against kickbacks in connection with the 
Senator’s use of an employe’s assets as security 
for a McCarthy loan, Senator Gillette of Iowa, 
the chairman of the subcommittee, decided to 
hold a closed session to determine the propriety 
of this line of investigation. 

But when Senator McCarthy was making his 
wild charges about Communists in the State De- 
partment, it never occurred to him to go into 
seclusion even long enough to come to an agree- 
ment with himself as to just how many Reds he 
believed to be working for Secretary Acheson. 
His figures varied from speech to speech, but 
they were all shouted out in the open. 

The subcommittee’s ultimate conclusions, how- 
ever, should be all the more impressive for the 
caution in its procedure. We are glad that this 
is not modelled on Senator McCarthy’s style of 
attack. Until the kickback question arose, the 
hearings were open, and they will be open again. 
This is as it should be. Senator McCarthy is a 
representative of the people, and the people have 
a right to an open but judicial look at his record. 

So far, the subcommittee has given most of 
its time to a review of the Senator’s rather jum- 
bled financial and tax records and his “author- 
ship” of a $10,000 article on housing for the 
Lustron Corp. The picture of his financial deals 
is not yet complete. As for his sale of the Lus- 
tron article, which actually was prepared by fed- 
eral housing experts, this may have been nar- 
rowly legal, but it certainly was most unethical. 

Senator McCarthy put considerable pressure 
on Carl G. Strandlund, the promoter of the now 
defunct prefab corporation, and he did so at a 
time when he was acting chairman of the joint 
congressional committee on housing and a mem- 
ber of the banking and currency committee with 
jurisdiction over the Reconstruction Finante Cor- 
poration. Lustron was operating on RFC money 
and it was producing a type of house in which 
the congressional committee was interested. 
Obviously the company could hardly spurn the 
good will of a man who might have something 
to de with it on both scores. And maybe that 
was why Mr. Strandlund was so ready to pay 
so much, much more than the market value of

Full Clarification Required 
The call of Gen. Bradley and the members of 


the Joint Chiefs of Staff for an immediate and 


full clarification of the Koje Island situation is 

entirely justified. Apparently the Pentagon is 

hardly less puzzled than the American people. 
Commanding. officers. have changed at the 


80,000 Korean. prisoner camp with speed which - 


makes French ¢abinet ‘shifts look like slow mo- 
tion. First, Brig.’Gen. Francis T. Dodd, com- 
mandant of the U.N. prison camp, was captured 
by his charges, Next; Brig. Gen. Charles F. 
Colson was put in.command and directed to .ob- 
tain the release of Gen. Dodd, if possible. _ 

Gen. Colson did obtain the release without 
use of force but the agreement he entered into 
contained statements to which the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff object, as for example, ‘Many prisoners 
of war have been killed and wounded by U.N. 
forces.” He also made pledges with respect to 
“forcible screening” of prisoners. 

Now Gen. Colson is relieved and Brig. Gen. 
Haydon L. Boatner, veteran combat infantryman, 
is in command of the camp. All these changes in 
hardly more than as many days. No wonder the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff want a thorough report 
promptly. 

Gen. Mark W. Clark ee. become the respon- 
sible Far East area commander since the kidnap- 
ing of Gen. Dodd and the appointment of Gen. 
Colson. The Clark record in World War II is 
reason to believe that this Korean prisoner 
camp problem will be quickly reviewed and 
handled expeditiously. The Koje affair does 
U.N. prestige no good whatever. 
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As to Gov. Smith’s Mail 


Gov. Smith says he has received more than 
100 letters asking him to veto the $6,000,000 
appropriation to start a four-year University 
of Missouri School of Medicine. We don’t doubt 
it. Indeed we are surprised, in view of the spe- 
cial interests which have promoted the opposi- 
tion, that he has not received many more. But 
1000 No letters would mean little more than 
100. If the Governor were to receive letters 
from all the people in Missouri who stand to 
benefit from a four-year medical school at Colum- 
bia, he would not be able to see his desk. Gov.

souri expectshim to do it. 
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What Kind of Haven? 


The question of how America looks at other 
people has come before the Senate clearly in 
two different immigration bills. One measure al- 
ready passed by the House would treat aliens 
with suspicion. The other, introduced by Sena- 
tors Lehman of New York and Humphrey of 
Minnesota, would treat them as prospective good 
Americans. 

Contrasts between the two bills are sharp in 
every way. Though the House bill eliminates ra- 
cial discrimination, it imposes such discrimina- 
tion in practice by providing tiny immigration 
quotas for Orientals. The Lehman-Humphrey bill 
provides realistic quotas for them. 

The House bill bases its quotas on the 1920 
census, which would limit immigrants from 
Southern Europe or Asia and the fotal as well. 
The Lehman-Humphrey bill would end this the- 
ory that some aliens are better than others. It 
would use the 1950 census as a’ basis, thus in- 
creasing the total quota. 

Under the House bill unused quotas would 
not be pooled, so much eligible immigration 
would be lost. Under the Senate substitute, quo- 
tas could be pooled. The flow of immigrants 
would be enlarged by 70,000 or so a year by 
reasonable use of even the old quotas. 

Moreover, the House measure permits a ques- 
tionable exercise of arbitrary power by immigra- 
tion officials in excluding aliens. The Lehman- 
Humphrey bill limits the possibility of adminis- 
trative abuse. It relies largely on facts instead 
of officials’ opinions for excluding people. 

Neither measure would permit excessive im- 
migration, but the difference between them 
amounts to friendship and hospitality or lack of 
it toward peoples who aspire to reach our 
shores. Other nations will watch the Senate to 
see what America’s attitude will be. 
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An Early Alert for Good Cae 


William E. Buder, president of the Bar Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis, calls attention to the possi- 
bility that ‘some minority group, antagonistic to 
good government,” may bring about the defeat 
of “able, independent” judges next November. 

That is a possibility to be sure, but we hope, 
not a probability. Even so St. Louis voters should 
make a mental note now that 1952 will be an 
important year from the standpoint of their 
state judiciary. Nine of the 18 Circuit Judges 
will be on the ballot to be retained or rejected 
on their records. A Judge of the Court of 
Criminal Correction, the three judges of the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals and four of the seven 
Judges of the State Supreme Court will also be 
on the ballot. 

This will be an important aspect of the voter’s 
job next Nov. 4 and the doing will take some 
little preparation in advance, Mr. Buder’s early 
alert is well sounded. 
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Bi-State Agency Struggles Ahead 

The Bi-State Development Agency is in pitiful 
financial shape, living almost literally from hand 
to mouth. Since Jan. 1, when it lost the backing 
of the Missouri treasury, it has existed solely on 
Illinois funds supplemented by the private dona- 
tions of St. Louis area corporations. Were it not 
not for the private charity, the agency might well 
have been forced to close up shop. 

This is the same organization that only about 
two years ago was hailed as the hope of the St. 
Louis metropolitan district. What has happened? 
Why has Missouri forsaken it? The blame be- 
longs squarely with the Missouri Legislature, 
which set up a roadblock when the agency was 
created and then failed to remove it. The road- 
block was a clause prohibiting financial help 
after last Dec. 31, under the theory the organiza- 
tion would be self-supporting by that time. 

Yet even before that date the Legislature had 
sufficient warning the agency would need modest 
support for another six or eight months. Bi-state 
officials asked Missouri for only $12,500 to keep 
going until a rail-barge terminal near Granite 
City was completed. Fees from that operation 
would give the agency an opportunity to earn its 
keep. The Legislature ignored the matter. 

Fortunately private corporations saw what the 
Legislature could not or would not see and came 
to the rescue. The result is that the metropoli- 
tan area will have its rail-barge terminal and will 
have a chance to show what else it can do. But 
its future achievements will be no monument to 
the foresight of the Missouri Legislature.

Who be these authorities of blind and ar- 
rogant power? How comes it that they 
have crept into the seats of office while 
honest speke polse eaters were sleeping 
in their beds, trusting life, comfortable in 
conscience and digestion? Thus is honesty 
betrayed and meekness scorned. 

We are men of reason, we Norsks and 
Svenskas; let us make one last appeal to 
sweet reason’s ear.

Coastal Oil Belongs to the People

The perennial attempt of certain coastal 
States, notably California, Texas and Loui- 
siana, to grab the oil resources lying 
deep below the water level off their shores 
has once more reached a serious legislative 
stage. House and Senate enabling acts to 
give these immense resources of the nation 
to a few avaricious states are now in a 
congressional conference committee. Ap- 
parently only a presidential veto can frus- 
trate this state expropriation of property 
that belongs to all the people of the nation. 


Under no existing law can these states 
take title to these vast oil deposits. The 
Supreme Court has so ruled. 


Half a dozen years ago President Truman 
using his veto power killed legislation that 
would have stripped the Federal Govern- 
ment of its control of these oil resources. 
It is to be expected that he will take sim- 
ilar action when the pending bills reach 
his desk. For not only does this oil be- 
long to the nation but its prudent conser- 
vation under federal authority is essential 
to national defense in the years ahead. 


It may be recalled that the retention of 


federal control of off-shore oil was a con- 
suming passion of Interior Secretary Ickes. 
In his letter of resignation from the Tru- 
man Cabinet in February 1946, after testi- 
fying unfavorably before the Senate Naval 
Affairs Committee regarding the Presi- 
dent’s nomination of Edwin W. Pauley to 
be Under Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Ickes 
said: 

“Naturally, in view of my responsibilities 
as the head of this department, I have felt 
that the national interest in the oil lying 
off the shore of California should be care- 
fully guarded. . .. I have opposed all pro- 
posals that Congress simply quitclaim any 
interest of the United States.” 

The advice of this deceased public serv- 
ant, whose knowledge of the oil resources 
of the nation and whose zeal in keeping 
national reserves beyond selfish exploitive 
reach of both states and private corpora- 
tions was equaled by few men, should be 
respected now. 

Most assuredly Mr. Truman should 
thwart this latest effort to divest the Gov- 
ernment of its control of these coastal oil 
deposits,

hitless years, earned the nickname “Popup 
John.” We would like at this time to nomi- 
nate a candidate for successor to the title, 
a Popup John worthy of the original in 
every respect. Our man is the Honorable 
John Bricker, junior Senator from Ohio, a 
man who has been popping not only up, 
but off, with much regularity for years.

Between Book Ends 


Guide Book to a New Nation 


TICKET TO ISRAEL, by Judy eoouge | and Alvin Rosen- 
feld. 4Rinehart and Co., 280 pgs., $3 aa} 

When Baedeker wrote his first tourist 
guides, the world of the traveler was, to 
all intents and purposes, a pretty stable . 
place. The sights and wonders of each 
well-traveled country were fairly well 
established. All the tourist had to do was 
follow a prescribed course in order to en- 
joy the requisite number of museums, ca- 
thedrals, parks, statues, monumental ruins, 
etc. 


The shape and nature of countries 
change a good deal faster today, however. 
World maps must be revised almost as 
soon as they are off the presses. One of 
the newest changes on the map is the 

country of Israel. 

It was inevitable 
that sooner or later 
someone would write 
a guide book about 
that new country. St. 

& Louis-born Alvin Ro- 
. senfeld and his wife 
have not only pio- 
neered the way in 
their “Ticket to Is- 
rael,” but written as 
interesting a travel 
book as you'll find 
anywhere. 

There is little 
doubt that the au- 
thors of “Ticket” are 

smitten with this new country. They are 
obviously proselyting on every page. They 
are anxious to get the traveler into the 
country and see it as they have seen it. 
And therein lies the charm and persua- 
siveness of their book. There is so much 
with which the authors are entranced that 
they want to share it with everyone. Their 
approach to Israel is as new and fresh as 
the country itself. 


“Ticket To Israel” is divided into two 
parts. The first might be called “How 
To” and “What To” section. Practically, 
the reader is told how to get to Israel, 
what to wear and take, what to avoid, 
and all the other things a tourist needs 
for his comfort. There are tips on cli- 
mate, transportation, and money. 

The second part of the book is the really 
informative and interesting part, however. 
In it, the great and important cities and 
towns are discussed. But more impor- 
tantly, the authors give an insight to Is- 
rael’s economic and social experiments, 
her frontiers and frontier life, and the 
tribes of Israel. 

The Rosenfelds know their Israelis. 
They are as much at home with a Tel Aviv 
housewife and her shopping problems as 
with a kibbutzim, collective farm, worker. 
They have obviously lived with these peo- 
ple, and they manage to impart all the 
mystery and thrill of a new country to 
their readers. 

For anyone planning a trip to Israel or 
even remotely interested in the country, 
this book is a must. Written in an easy, 
witty style, it will probably even interest 
the otherwise indifferent. The book has 
an excellent easy reference index with 
map included. “Ticket To Israel” includes 
just about everything needed for a trip

Very little has 
been written about our younger practicing 
composers, although (as Miss Goss points 
out) there are probably more American 
composers now living than in all the years 
of our musical history before 1900. 


Into this big book the author has crowd- 
ed no fewer than 37 contemporary makers 
of music, all of them profiled with valuable 
check lists of their works to date. Some of 
the names (e.g., Copland, Harris, Ives, 
Barber. Thomson) are familiar, but more 
are not, and it is here that the author func- 
tions as trailblazer. 

Miss Goss’ chapters set out the musical 
philosophies of her subjects, a perusal of 
which leaves one with the impression that 
American music is in an extremely healthy 
condition, and that all it needs is genius.

Opening Up on Ike. 


These are all complex and dif- 
ficult subjects.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 14

Fresh Greens 
Vary Spring 
Salad Flavor 


By Edith M. Barber 


F course, there is no. season 
for salads, but with all the 
local greens that dress up the 
markets at this time of year, we 
can vary our everyday use of 
these products to advantage. As 
useful as crisp Iceberg lettuce is, 
there are others with a flavor 
and tenderness that should be ap- 


. preciated. 


And when those delicate young 


leaves of garden lettuce are here, 


they are irresistable. We like 


these wilted with bacon drippings, 


a touch of vinegar and sugar and 
with sliced young scallions. Some 
of us could eat this old-fashioned 
type of salad almost every day 
during the young. lettuce season. 
And young spinach leaves are al- 
most as good when they appear 
a little later. 


Chives, whether you pluck them 
out of your own garden or pot 
that you keep on hand—as can 
be done when you purchase the 
roots at the market—are another 
asset to spring salads. There is 
nothing like chives in a sour 
cream dressing that blends so 
well with fresh greens. With 
parsley, they belong in a French 
dressing made with fine olive oil 
and a good vinegar. The greens 
should be tossed in this just be- 
fore they are to be served, and 
every leaf should be well coated. 


Some epicures like to mix the 
seasoning with the oil and use 
this mixture for the coating and 
then add the vinegar to taste. 
The latter is particularly good 
when it is tarragon flavored. By 
the way, the fresh herb from the 
garden, if you are lucky enough 
to have a few plants, has a more 
delicate and different flavor 
from that of the dry leaves—de- 
licious as they are—when they 
have been used to flavor a 
vinegar. 


Wilted Lettuce. 


Two heads Boston lettuce, or 
one pound leaf lettuce, six scal- 
lions, four strips bacon, one 
tablespoon sugar, dash of pepper, 
one-fourth cup vinegar. 

Wash, drain, remove. hard 
stem, and separate leaves of let- 
tuce. Tear large leaves in pieces 
and cut scallions. Place in salad 
bowl, Cook bacon in frying pan 
until brown, but not too crisp. 
Cut in pieces. Add sugar, pep- 
per, and vinegar, heat to boiling 
and pour over lettuce. Mix well 
and serve immediately, Yield: 
Six servings.

Threat to Athletes

U had better keep a sharp eye on your favorite baseball 
Vouyer this summer. Their own gameness and their train- 

ers’ use of local anesthetics may turn minor injuries into 
Major ones. After spraining an ankle mildly while sliding into 
base, a player may be given a local injection of anesthetic 
procaine for the pain of the sprained ankle. So effettive is 
this treatment that the player may return to play and turn 
that mild sprain into a major one. 

You may remember the case of the baseball catcher who 
finished the last two games of the World Series a few years 
ago limping on an ankle heavily taped and injected with pro- 
eaine. An X-ray taken later showed he had a serious fracture 
which had been missed and thus neglected. That is what can 
happen when local anesthetics and adhesive tape are used in- 
discriminately in competitive athletics. , 

ee 2. 

IN FACT, there is a strong suspicion that some trainers 
and other non-doctors are using these local anesthetie injec- 
tions without medical supervision to keep their players in the 
game despite risk to the player. This abuse of local anesthetic 
drugs seems to be widespread and should be stopped. When 
these injections are given by non-doctors, there isn’t much 
the medical profession can do about it. - 

Allowing valuable players to keep on playing right after 
such symptomatic treatment of seemingly minor injuries indi- 
ates coaches and trainers may not realize the possibilities for 
further injury. If such diamond stars are risked this way, it’s 
likely minor players and amateurs are also jeopardized. 

The trouble isn’t that a local anesthetic injected into areas 
of sprain or bone fracture is dangerous in itself. No dope 
addiction is involved, of course. Actually, it is good treat- 
ment. It relieves pain and, when combined with the new 
enzyme, hyaluronidase, relieves swelling. 

* 

THE TROUBLE ARISES when the coach lets the player 
go back into the game. Then a minor sprain can easily become 
a major one or a simple fracture can become a very serious one. 
* While it is true that modern treatment of a minor sprain 
‘permits the resumption of ordinary activity, there is no med- 
dical justification for engaging in athletic contests immediately 
after this treatment. 

Public pressure ought to keep coaches from allowing young 
athletes to risk serious permanent injury in this way. Per- 
mitting football, basketball, baseball, hockey or track stars to 
go back into competition immediately after the pain of an 
injury has been relieved by local anesthetic injection should 
not be tolerated.

Sweating Flush Tanks. 

OT so long ago if you had a 

flush tank that sweated during 

the warm weather you got 
sympathy and precious little else. 
Well, things are different today 
and not only is there a way to 
stop this annoyance but you've 
got a choice of methods. 

Method No. 1 is to let the tank 
sweat all it wants but catch the 
water and let it run into the 
bowl where it won’t do any harm. 
This is all accomplished by means 
of a little metal pan that fits 
under the tank and is connected 
to the bowl] with a_ little hose. 

Method No. 2 says if you keep 
the temperature of the water in 
the tank high enough condensa- 
tion cannot occur and therefore 
there won't be any sweating. This 
is very true and the way it’s done 
is to bring a hot water line into 
the tank and put a valve in the 
line so the water in the tank is 
around 70 degrees.

1, Our prayer life must shift 
from petition to reparation and 
intercession. 

This does not mean that peti- 
tions in prayer are wrong; they 
are right and good. It does 


mean, however, that in a crisis | 


it is not so much for ourselves 
that we must ask favors, but 
that we should make "ing 
sion for the entire world. 


As a Joving father would take 


on himself the debts of a way- 
ward son, as Divine Innocence 


took upon Himself the guilt of» 


the world, so must we ey to 


and a sufficient number of good 
souls p 
ration gm the world would bal- 
ance the scales in favor of Di- 
vine Mercy. We must suddenly 
begin to realize that it makes a 
tremendous difference to us be- 
cause Our Lord died on a Cross, 
rather than in a bed. Therefore, 
repentance, reparation and 
metanoia, or a complete change 
of our outlook on life, 

Our Lord’s first sermon, St. 
Peter’s first Pentecostal sermon, 
the first words of John the 
Baptist, and the first sermon of 
Paul at Athens, all stress the 
same idea: “Do penance. .. , 
Repent.” 

If our eye had a speck in it, 
the hand would come to remove 
it. If a friend were suffering 
from anemia, we would give our 
blood to cure the person of that 
condition.
